| ſo great a Liberty of defaming both King and Govern- 
ment at their Pleaſure, and the People do ſo eaſily be- 
lieve whatever is in Print, (though never ſo falſe,) that it is nor 
to be wondredto find any Subject of what qualiry ſoever expoſed 
thereby to the moſt infamous Scandals and Untruth's : bur when 
the Authours are known, they cannot expect but that they who 
are concern'd in ſuch unjuſt Defamations, will require ſatisfaction 
at their Hands according to the Laws. 

Of this Sortare two late Libels againſt the Earl of Danby and 
divers of his Family ; One called, The Domeſtick Intelligence, dated 
Fryday the 2 $th. of November, x 679. Printed for Benjamin Harrss at 
the Stationers Armes under the Royal-Exchange ; And the other 
Intituled, The Reputation of Dr. Oates Cleared, in the Tryal of Tho- 
mas Knox, formerly a Servant to the Earl of Danby and the Lord 
Dumblain his Son, and Printed for Robert Harford at the Angel in 
Cornhil, 1679. 

In the firſt, It is ſaid in one place, That Thomas Knox is belong- 
ing to the Earl of Danby's Family ; whereas he hath been diſchar- 
ged from the ſaid Earl's Family above 15 Moneths fince. And in 
another place of the ſaid Pamphlet, it is ſaid, That on Tueſday the 
2 5th of November laſt, Mr. Dangerfeild made it appear at the Kings- 
Bench, that the Earl.of Danby and ſome others of the Family were 
concerned in managing the whole Accuſation ; and that the Earl 
of Danby was ſo confident of Succeſs,that he thereupon ſurrendred 
up himſelfrco the Uſher of theBlack Rod when the Parliament ſat. 
All which is ſo notoriouſly falſe, that Mr. Dangerfield did not ſpeak 
one ſuch word in Court ; but on the contrary, by a Narrative of 
the ſaid Mr. Dangerfield's now? im Print, there is enough to Con- 
vince any Impartial Reader, that what Contrivance may have 
been made by the Papiſts againſt any Proteſtant whatſoever, has

Y * ah fee Nope Libel of the 2 8tþ of November, 
came forth that other already mentioned, under the name of 
clearing Dr. Oates his Reputation ; bur in truth doing ſo much 
the contrary, that the Doctor himſelf ownes it to be falſe ; as in- 
deed it has had the impudence to 'falſifie a Record (viz.) the 
Doctors Indi&tment againſt Knox and Lane : And that this may 
the better appear, I have here-incerted out of Dr. Oates his own 
Narrative, the Abſtract of the ſaid Indictment, which is in Page

» And that the Defendants knowing. the. ſaid Lords to be accuſed of the 
Treaſons and Miſdemeanours aforeſaid ; and the ſaid Defendants being 
diabolically affeSted towards the King their natural Lord, and Contriving 
and endeavouring with all their might to diSturb, hinder and ſtifle the diſ- 
covery of the ſaid Treaſons by the ſaid Earl of Powis, Viſcount Stafford, 
Lord Bellafis, Henry Lord Arundel; William Lord Petre, ſuppoſed 
to be Committed as aforeſaid ; and as much as in them lay to elude the due 
courſe of Law and retard the Proſecution of JuStice againit the ſaid Five 
Lords, Sir Henry Tichborne,- and Thomas Earl of Danby. 

They the ſaid Defendants the 3 oth of April lait paſt at the Pariſh a- 
foreſaid in the Connty aforeſaid, falſly, maliciouſly and unlawfully among5t 
themſelves did conſult and agree to ſcandalize Titus Oates, Clerk, and 
William Bedlow, Gent. who had given Informations of the Treaſons

And further, That the Defendant Knox, the ſooner and more effeflually 
to perſuade the ſaid Lane and Osborn falſly to accuſe the ſaid Tirus Oates 
and Willem Bedlow, that they the ſaid Titus Oates, and William 
Bedlow had unjuſtly,contrary to all truth,accuſed the ſaid Earl of Danby 
of the Treaſons and other Miſdemeanours aforeſaid, and ſo to affirm againit 
the Kings Emvidence upon the Tryal to be had of the ſaid Earl of Danby 
for the Treaſons and Miſdemeanours afore ſaid, afterwards the 3 oth of 
April [ai at Weſtminſter, falſly, adwviſedly, corruptly and againit the 
Duty of his Allegiance, did girve to the ſaid Lane and Osborn di-vers 
great Sums of Money. And did promiſe to the ſaid Lane and Osborn, with- 
in a certain time by the ſaid Defendant Knox propoſed, That the ſaid Lane 
and Osborn ſhould have and receive other great Sums and other Rewards 
for the ſame, to the great delay, obſtruftion and ſuppreſſion of Juſtice, 8&c. 

Although I ſhall by and by ſay ſomething ro what concerns the 
Earl of Danby in the ſaid Inditment, yet my preſent aim in re- 
citing it, is, to ſhew the Egregious malice as well as falſhood of 
the aforeſaid Libel againſt the {aid Earl and his whole Family ; 
(for almoſt all the Errors in falſifying the {aid Indictment do con- 
cern his Lordſhip or Family) ns ro prepare the Reader for his 
Poiſon, he ſays Knox was formerly Servant to the Earl of Danby; 
which he never was, but only to one of his Sons, and diſcharged 
long before any of thoſe Contrivances are pretended. Bur be- 
cauſe the Libeller is reſolved to do his buſineſs as home as lay in 
his power, he would rather belie a Record, and run the hazard of 
=y Scandal, than not venture to fay, Thar the Indidtment ſer 

orth, 
Firſt, That the ſaid Knox had obliged himſelf to introduce 
one Wiggens and Lane into Company with the Earl of Danby at a- 
ny hour in the night Seaſon. 


Secondly, That the Counteſs of Danby (who well approved of 
what Lane had ingaged to endeavour):did likewiſe offer to intro- 


duce the ſaid Wiggens and his Mother to her Lord in her own

Thirdly, That they ( meaning Knox, Lane, and Osborn) deli-

who kept it a few dajes, and then delivered it back to be conveyed to the 
Lord Powis to amend. 
Fourthly, That Knox did promiſe them beneficial places eicher 
in the Treaſury or Cuſtomes, as from the Earl of Danby. 
Fiftkly, That they did believe that the Earl of Danby only, in 
confidence of the Succeſs of the deſign, did render himſelf to the 


Black Rod. 

Now, as you ſee, there is not one word of all this in the afore- 
ſaid Inditment. So (if this Libeller may be believed in any thing) 
he tells you, "That My, Thomas Willoughby, alias Dangerfield, drew 
the Aﬀidavits himſelf out of Lanes papers: and I deſire the Reader 
both co take notice from Mr. Dangerfield's own Narrative, whoſe 


Agent he the ſaid Mir. Dangerfield was, as appears page 14. and to 


_ obſerve from what follows, what Acquaintance orCorreſpondence 


there has been ar any time betwixt the Earl of Powts and the Earl 
of Danby or Lord Latimer, or any of the Family. Burt having laid 
open the great falſhood of thoſe Libels,I ſhall crouble you no fur- 
ther with them ar preſent, but leave theirAuthorsto their due pro- 
ſecutions of the Law,which I doubt not but will meet with them. 

I now come to what I am ſorry to find in Dr. Oates his owri 
Narrative concerning the ſaid Earl, becaule it is not ſuitable to 
his preſent work of defending the Proteant Intereſt, to endeavour 
the deſtrution of any Proteitant, without great reaſon'ſo to do; 
and in the perſon of the Earl of Danby he ought to have been more 
ſparing than of moſt men, unleſs he could have made out ſome 
evident demonſtration of his Guilt ; whereas he did never before 


| pretend toaccuſe the ſaid Earl of any thing, nor through the 


whole Narrative does he charge him with any one Crime, but on- 
ly wich Suppoſitions and Refleions, without any ground for 
them ; I ſay, that without clear proof of ſome fault, the Doftor 
oughr to have been more ſparing of this Lord, becauſe he knows 
very well how long he received protection by his care, when 
although Dr. . Oates was not perſonally known to the Earl, 
yet himſelf knows, and Dr. Tong can teſtifte, that it was for 
many weeks in the Earl's power to have put an end to the 
Plot, and to have given both of them into the Hands of their Ene- 
mies, without appearing at all in it himſe,if he would but have 


giventhe leaſt intimation to the Papiſts of what they were about, 


and the place of their meetings, which both the ſaid Do&tors do 
know his Lordſhip was ſeveral times Privy to. Ir is to be ob- 


ſerved alſo, Thar for a great while after the publication of Dr.

Tong's Informations in Council, and that the Earl knew the name | 
and had ſeen the perſon of Dr. Oates, the ſaid Do&tor was fo ſen- 
ſible of theſe Obligations to the Earl, that inſtead of ſaying any 
thing to his prejudice, he gave him ſeveral good Characters; un- 
til the King and Councils Orders about money for him were ſhort 
of his Expectations; and then indeed, bur never till then, he be- 
gan to complain of the {aid Earl as the cauſe of his not being ber- 
ter rewarded ; and ſince that time ha's expreſt ſeveral diſlikes of 
the ſaid Earl ; butthat it may appear to be his diſlike only, and 
nothing which could be materially objeted againſt the Earl, I 
have toucht all the points in his Narrative which concerns the - 
ſaid Earl, and leave it to the Judgment of the Reader, whether 
ſuch way of proceeding can be thought juſt towards any man.

Lord Powis asked me whether I had a faculty of Writing abuſive- 
ly, and like a Satyriſt, and was Maſter of ſuch a Style as would look 
well in Print 2 for, ſaid his Lordſhip, thar Sor Newt is fo very dila- 
cory, it is not to be endured ; therefore if you dare undertake rhe 
Writing of ſome ſound Pamphlets, it might be of very great Uſe to 
us. To which 1 replied, That T was not a Competent Judge of my own abi- 
lities, but would do my best. 

Then Lord Pows told me,Mrs. Celliex ſhould be allowed Ten ſhil- 
lings per Week to Dyer me, and his Lorſhip would allow me Three 
pound per Week for my expences in Buſineſs ; and what ever hapned 
to be beyond that, I ſhould put into a Bill, and bring or ſend it to his 
Lordſhip, and Iſhould forthwith have it paid ; the {aid Three pound 
ren ſhillings per Week was conſtantly paid me,whillt I ſerv'd them. 

Then I was adviſed by both the Lords to lodge at Powis-Houſe, 
which advice came very ſeaſonably ; for I knew very well, that I 
had given my Landlord juſt occaſion to harbour ſtrange thoughts of 
me, and conceive ſuſpitions to my diſadvantage. 

About the Eighteenth of June, the Counteſs, who knew that-I was 
then lodged in Powis-Houſe, and by her Lord's order, ſent me with 
a Letter to the Lady Tukes Lodgings in Scotland-Yard ; which Lady 
ſeemed to take particular notice of me, and was pleaſed to ſay ſhe 
liked me very well, and gave me two Guineys, and demanded if I 
durſt undertake a deſperate Enterpriſe ? 1 anſwered Jes; then ſhe 
went into her Cloſet, and wrote a Letter for the Counteſs of Powis, 
and gave it me to carry her, and ſo 1 took my leave. 

In my Return, I weat to wait on my Lord Caitlemain, who asked 
where I had been? I anſwer'd, at the Lady Tukes, and fo told his 
Lordſhip how ſhe received me ; at which he feemed to be well-. 
pleaſed, and ſauiled, and demanded if the Counteſs of Powis had not 
delivered to me, her ſelf, or cauſed to be deliver'd ſome Papers rela- 
ting to a buſineſs of Oates, for which one Knox and Lane were in Pri- 
{on in the Gate-Houſe. To which Ianſwer'd No. Then faid he, | 
will write to the Counteſs abour it, and order you Money, and give 
you direCtions how to proceed in it, There I waited till his Lord- 
ſhip writ a Letter,which I carried to Lady Powts ; but farſt being ſent 
for up, I gave her Ladyſhip the Letter, who, before ſhe opened ir, 
rold me, Mrs. Cellier would give me Money to get Knox and Lane 

out 
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out of Priſon. I then asked what they were in Cuſtody for ? 
The Lady modeſtly anſwered, 'twas by Oates's means ; bur 
if I could get them' out, he ſhould not reign long in his 


Roguery. From thenceforth I undertook ir, and had all the 


buſineſs, and Papers delivered me, by one Lawſon an Attorney © 


of Clement's-Inn, who had been endeavouring two Terms to re- 
move them by Habeas Corpus, but could nor : 1 forthwith wear 
to the Gate-houſe, and found means to ſupply them both with 
Money, though they were cloſe confin'd ; and, by a courſe 
char I rook upon advice wich the Prieſts, there they had Pen, 
Ink, and Paper conveyed to them both, bur eſpecially Lane, 
who writ the firſt Letter, which was to this effe&, 28 


I will die, before I will comply with that Villain Oates, and if any 
good People will work my Liberty, I will do the Catholicks the grea- 
teft Service imaginable, by Diſcovering What I know of Oates ; T his is 
from the bottom of my heart,and what I will die with,

This Letter was taken from Lane's hand under the door, by 
one Tempeſt, then a Priſoner in the Gate-Houſe ; and by him gi- 
ven to one Mrs. 4yry, who brought it to me ar Powes-Houſe, and 
I ſhewed it the Counteſs, who was more tranſported with joy 
than I can expreſs; and breaking out as it were into a Raprure, 
Has God given us this unexpeFted help, ſaid ſhe ? Well, we will (God 
willing) employ it to the bet advantage ; charging me to ule all ex- 
pedition to get them borch our; and then I withdrew. Bur as 
I underſtood the next day, the good Counteſs, was the greater 
part of that day on her knees, to render Thanks ro. Almighty 
God, for this new occaſion of ſtrength, that ſhe ſuppoſed he had 
been pleaſed to bleſs their Cauſe with. 

From that time 1 was very induſtrious in this buſineſs ; and had 
ſeveral Motions in the Kings-Bench, before I could ger either 
of them to the Bar ; but at lat T brought Lane out upon Bail, to the 
great Satisfation of the whole Catholick Party, but Knox I could 
riot get out; but have fince been inform'd by himſelf, That 
Nevel told ſome Friends of his, that he did it ; and had Money from 
the Lords in the Tower for that purpoſe. | 

Now when | had got Lane our, the Counteſs ordered me to 
bring him co Pows-Houſe ; and lodge him there for the preſent, 
and ſhe would allow Mrs. Cellier Ten ſhillings per Week for

railing a contribution, and amongſt other Money, this was then 
colle&ted,and paid to Mrs. Cellier ; for ſhe had furniſhed me with 
Money for Lane, as ſhe did for my own buſineſs, to the value 
of near One hundred pound; and that very night that Woot paid 
Mrs. Cellier the twenty pound (for that was the Sum he brought) 
he ſmiled on me ; and told me, it would. not be long e're the

A little after this, Nevil ſent Knox his Papers to Lord Caſtle- 
main to peruſe, and make what additions or alterations his Lord- 
ſhip ſhould think fir. He ſent them to Mrs. Celhier, who gave them Note. 
| . me todeliver to Knox, which T did ; and he has fince out of thoſe | 
Papers, drawn an Affidavit, and perſuaded one Oſborn, lately a 
Servant to Mr. Oates, to {wear the ſame before Sir William-Dolbin 
Knight ; and thele are the Papers, out of which an Indiftment 
was to be framed againſt Mr. Oates; the Contents of the ſaid Pa- 
per I cannot remember, farther than the bare marter of Fae, 
which was, © 

That Mr. Oates was to be Indicted, firſt for Perjury ; and it he 
were not Convicted upon that, then a ſecond Indictment was to 
be preferr'd againſt him for a Buzgery pretended to have been at- 
tempted on the perſon of John Lane, who I ſuppoſe now offers to 
Swear the {ame : though the Inditment was drawn by-the meſt <veno= Nqze. 
mous Pens of Lord Caſtlemain,and his true Second, Nevel ; and what 
[ he ſhould Swear, was by them, and others put into his Mouth, 

When Knox had prevail'd with Osborn to Swear the ſaid Affi- 

davit, he came to ſhew it me , and offered to let me take a Co- 
py; bur I being employed a arher Affairs of greater importance, 
had not then time ro Tranſcribe it, only Itold the Counteſs whar 
Knox had done,who was very glad of it; and then believed what 
 Ifaid to be truth (though now her Ladyſhips opinion of me is _ 
much alter'd) and the Counteſs at the ſame time asked, if Knox were in ze, 
a Condition to defend bis Tryal. T told her T ſuppoſed not, for that he had 
divers times deſired me to lend him Money; Then the Counteſs promi- 
ſed he ſhould have Money ; and bid me tell him ſo, to encou- 


rage him,(which I did) and the Countefles farther Command 
was, 
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was, that if-Knox did at any time want Money, I ſhould furniſh 
him, and place it to account ; and that all the Money, which 
ſhould be Colle&ed for him ſhould paſs through my name, and 
as Money lent him by me, leſt any thing ſhould be diſcover'd.
